The Commis- 
sion won't meet officially again until Septem- 
ber 9th. The summer started with there being 


seven FCC Commissioners - we are now down 


to four! 


Actually the FCC was reduced to five 
Commissioners on June 30th. Insiders say the 
reduction was politically rather than budget 
motivated since Reagan passed over (Senator) 
Bob Packwood's choice for FCC Commission- 
er. Anne Jones resigned on May 30th further 
reducing the agency to four Commissioners. In 
the interim period, no controversial rulemak- 


ing has been acted on since the Commission

The 
recommendation comes from White House 
assistants and the Director of Presidential!
